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1 . The person making this declaration is the inventor named in the above-identified 
patent application, and my interest in the patent application is also set forth in that 
declaration.

address. As can be seen in the log, the actual chat session occurred on a date prior to 
May 5, 1999. 

5. I wrote the programming and operated the embodiment that is the subject of the 
I i s ;s & - article dated May 5, 1999, titled "Prodigy Unveils Next Generation of 
Instant Messaging" on a date prior to May 5, 1999, such that this actual chat session
